Harvey W. Downing Shot In tbe Face 


by John Thomas iu a Saloon. 


A great commotion was caused upon 


the streets thin afternoon at about 1 
o'clock, when it was learned that Harvey 
W. Downing:, tho keeper of a saloon at 
No. 110 Franklin street, had been shot, 
perhaps fatally, by Jobn Thomas, of tho 
Thomas House, on East Main street Mr. 
Downing, utter receiving tho wound iu 
tho face, bled profusely, and tho iloor 
of 
tho 
saloon was slick 
with 
his 


blood. He was taken to n room abovo 
where he was attended by Drs. B. W. 
Mooro and A. U. Small. They found 
that the 38-nalibro ball had entered Mr, 
Dowuiug's right cheek, between tho jaws, 
had struck tho left sido of the face nnd 
gone downward, lodging near tho bock of 
tho hook uonr tho collar-bone. The sur- 
geons have not yet been successful iu ex- 
tracting tho ball. 


After firing the shot Thomas went out 


of tho saloon nud passed eastward ou 
Mam street. Olllcor Hartley and Con- 
stable Woiteol were soon iu pursuit, and 
spied Thomas going eastward ou Wood 
street, near the Dr. Johns gate. Thomas 
when ho saw tho oflleors coming, turned 
and came toward thorn. He was taken 
to the county jail, whore ho was conlhiod 
nnd relieved of tho !W-onlibro Smith .t 
WCBSOU revolver lie had purchased for 
(fl!).(50 nt Mueller's about nn hour before 
tho shooting. 


There woro several witnesses of tho 


shooting, among them llolnnd Blnckwcll, 
n brick mason, who states that the shoot- 
ing grew out ot n quarrel which urono 
because Downing would not furnish 
Thomas with liquor. Blnokwoll Biiyo that 
after a few hot words Thonins drew his 
pistol nnd ilrcd with tho result described. 
Blnckwoll further states that Thomas hud 
been drinking. 
• 


Tho shooting is the thomo of much bud 


talk. Downing is quite seriously hurt, 
though able to speak a fow words. He 
has lost much blood. His condition in 
considered very critical by the surgeons. 


It is stated that during the forenoon 


Thomas had a riunri'ol with Jnmou Thomas 
n butcher at Blou/s shop, near tho saloon, 
nnd that ho went oil' and bought tho pis- 
tol with intent to shoot tho butcher, not 
Downing; but getting into thu saloon 
another quarrel arose nnd jtho shol was 
Ilrcd, Thomas haa tho reputation of a 
bad man, and is Raid to hnvo threatened 
to kill D. W. Jones somo months ago.
